A New Adding Pencil. — Two gen- 
tlemen of Nevada have invented a new 

adding pencil which they claim will 
mutorially lighten tho labors of ac- 
couatauti, lessen the liifbility to. mis- 
takea, and save the trouble of retrac- 
ing work that has been suspended ow- 
ing to interruptions. The pencil is a 
miniature calculating machine, and

through a longitudinal slot the effect 
of this figure on the sum total. Press- 
ing tho point to the figure is all that 
is reqnired to ensure the correctness 
of tha result, and speed in doing this 
can be soon acquired that will render 
this process quicker that the ordinary, 
one. Should the accountant be in- 
terrupted, or desire to stop work in 
the course of adding u[) a long eob 
umn, he has only to take up his work 
again where ho loft off. The pencil is 
not too largo for handy use, and may 
be found of great advantage to those 
dealing with large quantities of fig- 
ures.

The Ministerial Crisis. 

Tho organR of ih'j (.i overninent may 
twist (intl turn tho result of tho recent 
elections; belittle, revile nnd tlireaten 
the People's representatives; make the 
very heavens disconlant with their 
Bhrill cries; but they can never, 
never succeed in making the peopio of 
Columbia beliovo that victory perches 
on their banners, and that the popular 
verdict has not been against a contin- 
uauce of the system of misrule and ox- 
■^avaganco that has prevailed in Gov- 
ernmental affairs for the last three 
years. Tho most casual observer of 
political events knows that a Minis 
terial crisis is at hand — knows that at 
this moment the James Bay magnates 
are eyeing each other askance and 
wondering which of the quartette is to 
be the thrown overboard to appease 
the popular whale. Now, we are 
among the many who believe that the 
throwing overboard of this or that Min- 
ister vrill not avail in the present cri- 
sis. The battle, remember, has been 
vaged against the policy, not tho 
personnel, of the Ministry. And their po- 
licy has been condemned in the defeat 
ot every candidate who ptomised a 
tbick-and-thin support to Government 
measures. The removal of one. two 
or three Ministers and the substitu- 
tion of new men will not satisfy tlio 
oountiy, which demands a complete 
change — a sweeping alteration — a 
thorough Reform. We are convinced 
that no half measures will satisfy the 
People. No good can be effec^ted by 
a partial change in the personne^ of the 
Cabioet, because the policy mrwt remain 
unchanged— the thing the country least 
desires. We ventured on 'Sunday to 
point out to the Ministry the only course 
tuut patriotism left open to them, viz: to 
imitate tho illustrious example of Glftd- 
stono and pluco thuir resigiiatious in the 
Lands of tho Lieut. -Governor without 
further hothor. By tho adoptiou of tliis 
Course they would satisfy tlie people that 
of tbo two "Pd" — patriotism and portfo- 
lios — they preferred the former. The or 
gdn, however, gave the Province distiact- 
ly to underatand.yesterdfty, that the Mia 
istry «ill hold on to their aeata like 
leeches to a dead horse. Whilst 
eonceding a defeat the organ codboIc.^ 
itself with the rtfleotion (erroueous, of 
coarse,) thut the con.'itituencies who ient 
iu Ooverument snppurttirs are namm- 
cully btiouger thun lUohe that sent in Op 
positioni^ts. Admitting, fur tlic Huku of 
argument, KUch to be tub cu^o, who ij t ) 
bluDie? Oertuiiily not tlie Opposition 
They implored the Goverumout to bnug 
down a suheme fur the redistribution of 
the seats and to oeoure representation by 
populutiuD. If Eootenay with S2 votes 
has two meniber-j, niid Victoiia with 8U0 
vute« lint four, lb liercii.-e Rov worst? tlimi 
tbut of Citnboo, vvLicli Imn tbree lut iu- 
biTB, wbilfl Niiuiiiino has but one, oi- 
(luRsiar, with 8UU vuters, witli no reuie- 
aeuttttiou ut ull! Thesu ubxurdities weiu 
poiuted out to the (ioverument in tlie 
fionte last session, and a bill was intro- 
duced by a Reform member to cu/e it; 
but tlio Government, which has olwnys 
givcu a factitious oppo^iiion to every 
moosuro tliut pointed to Itoform, huu- 
oeeded, with the aid of their Ducks. 
Booths, Cogans, Hugbeses, liurnbtuiis, 
and BobiDsons, in throwing it out. As 
the seats held by all but one of these 
gentlemen are now UUed with Reformers, 
it is not all likely that tho GoverniiH.'nt 
will ever be in ii posilion to iduy tliat (,'iian' 
again, and we only mention the fact to 
show that the Goveruuiont are alouo to 
blame for the existeuco of tho anomaly 
now complained of by themselves. The 

. objuctiou of the organs.therefore, falls to 
tbo ground, and all the people have to 
di.scu.ss is ttio Ministerial crisis which is 
upon tbo country. The decision of tbo 
electors bus been a distinct voto of want 

- of confiiionco in tbu Ministry. Any at- 
tempt to inako it otherwiso only oxcitus 
popular oontoiiipt.

We Imve 
beard Minibterial sufiportors — elected 
memliera, too — fay tbut iJcaven, Asli iinil 
Armstrong, luiving no followorH, niii.-t 
retire.

° oorrnpt policy — ilio very tiling tbo coun- 
try has deooanoed— will bo copied, as 
the Chinese copied the ship, dry-rot and 
all, and the Rroat, momentous quoiitions 
that should luivo boon settled niuiitbs iipo 
■will continue to bo festering Bores in tbo 
body-politic. Every uud kiiow.i tb:it tlu; 
vordiet ut tho pt>lls bus been odvurso to 
the Govern meat. The People know it; 
the Ministry know it; ami any attempt 
'tti rob the' electors of their victory bv 
patching up the crazy old cruft that is 
drifting to cea without rudder, sails or 
crow, will meet with a stern resistance. 
No doubt the Ministry will die hard. 
Their enormous salaries arc almost as 
dear to them jis their lives, aud they vill 

So,( relinquiBh either without a severe 
ErUggle'. ' But no great Reform was ever 
accomplished without hard work. It re 
quired a strong effort to relievo tho wo- 
man of tho seven devils; but thoy were 
pat away at last. And so if wii) ho with 
the Tory Ministry of this Provinco. Thoy 
will struggle hard; but they will have to

— The "Trana- 
cript's" ]5o.stoii Hpacial says: A year 
n^'o liisL Fohruary the bark Jiuugh, of 
B(;stoii, Huiled from Now South Wales 
iu direction of the Auckland Islands, 
(I grou[) which lies in tho South Paci- 
tii.' ocean, near Nov/ Zualaiul. A few 
ilays later llio Boston bark Maria H. 
Long, and an English hark, name un> 
known, followed on tho same coarse. No 
tidings of the Boston vessels were re- 
ci'ived ill this city till yestordoy, when 
C'apJaiii liienier, of Biddloford, JIo., of 
tbo bark iMaralhon, of Now York, ro- 
tiirning from a voyage round the world, 
broiiglit back a ternblo story regarding 
them. At ono of tho ports at which ho 
stopped he had fallen in with a sailor or 
some ono wlio knew him who jiurported 
to he sole survivor ot the three crews. 
Their vessel, ho siiiil, had booomo bo- 
calnu'd in the vicinity of Auckland Is- 
lands, and bud Jioro together aovoral 
days. They wero boarded at night by 
caiinibids, who came in large numborB 
and overpiwered the crews, plundered 
the ship and sciittled them. The men 
were cai ried iirisoniMS to tbo shoro and 
furnished food for tho horrible foast of 
their captors.

lEnrope. 

RoMR, Oct. 20).— It is stated that 
some German bishops recently asked 
advice of the Vatican as to what line 
of conduct they should pursue so as to 
terminate tbeir conflict with the Gor- 
man Government OardinJl Antonol- 
li consequently sent a telegram to tho 
German bishops asking for their opin- 
ion concerning the means of arriving 
at an understanding between tho gov- 
•rnmont and tlie episcopacy. 

London, Oct. 27. — A special tele- 
gram from Paris announces that the 
govorninont is prosecuting the "Echo 
do Ajaccio," M.llouhor's ofiicial organ, 
for stating that the constitution is an 
uncertain regime, established by a 
group of persons without authority. 

The screw sloop of war Albatross 
has boon ordered to proceed to Pana- 
ma to protect British interests thoro. 

The British admiral in the Modfter- 
aneau has been instructed to take ac- 
tion relative to the recent attacks upon 
English merchantmen bj Spanish pi- 
rates. 

It is thought the government will 
prosecute the consignees of arms ship- 
ped hence to China during tho recent 
negotiations.

Sa.lt Lake, Oct. 29. — The decision 
of the court iu the matter of alimony 
'pendente lite' Young vs. Young was 
delivered in tho third district court 
this morning by Judge Boreman. The 
court previously ordered that defend- 
ant should appear personally in court. 
When the decision was rendered the 
affidavits of two physicians were sworn 
to stating that the defendant was 
Hcarcely able to be out, that it was 
dangerous for him to leave his room, 
and for that reason he asked to bo 
oxcusod. The court gave a brief his- 
tory of tho case, and at tho close spoko 
as follows: — "The order of tb.is case 
granting alimony 'pendente lite' was 
not improperly made, and stands un- 
revoked and not obeyed. No good 
reason is given for its not being obey- 
ed. I am asked to enforce it. A 
court, in order to maintain its dignity, 
self-respect and authority, cannot al- 
low its orders to bo ropiidiatod, disre- 
garded or denied. It is therefore the 
judgment of the court that the de- 
fondant be imprisoned until the $9,500 
and costs of suit are paid, or released 
by tho court, in aeconlanco with the 
above order, Marshal Maxwell ar- 
rested Brighani Young this afternoon, 
at the lattor'e residence, where he now 
remains in custody of the marshal .
